The President, in conversa­ 
tion to day, expressed surprise at the 
conduct of the opponents of the K e l­ 
logg Governm ent in resorting to arms 
to m aintain their political position. 
He had expressed to many citizens of 
Louisiana his kindly disposition to­ 
ward the people of the State and had 
hoped for better tilings.

lence 011 their part would be passed by 
tiie Government.

The annual meeting of the Gran­ 
gers’ Bank of California for the elec­ 
tion of Directors will be held at the 
office of the Bank in San Francisco on 
Thursday the third day of October. 
Los A n geles Valley is not a good 
place for newspapers to send those of 
their attaches that they would retain. 
Within the last two weeks the corres­ 
pondents of two San Francisco jour­ 
nals have located here—one in this 
city and the other at Anaheim. 
The narrow-gauge railroad connect­ 
ing Salinas and Monterey will be 
completed by the end of this month. 
It is eighteen and a half miles long 
and including rolling stock wharf and 
warehouses will cost a quarter of a 
million dollars. It is owned by the 
Grangers and shows what they can 
do. 
The press of advertisements on our 
columns this morning forces out a 
considerable amount of reading mat­ 
ter already in type. As an advertis­ 
ing medium, the H era ld is superior 
to any other paper published in South­ 
ern California. Advertisers are alive 
to this fact, and hence the press upon 
our advertising columns. 


In order to settle a dispute between 
the Chronicle and the Call M ich ael 
R eese sends the following note to Mr.

F r a n k P y l e , who is to super­ 
intend the placing in position of the 
five Alden evaporators owned by Mr. 
G e o r g e B. D a v is, arrived per Orizaba 
yesterday, and from him we learn that 
the entire machinery will be in opera­ 
tion within the next twenty days. 
One or more of the evaporators may 
be ready for work before, but the en­ 
tire works will not be completed before 
the time named, which Mr. P y l e says 
will be in ample time for the now 
ripening grape crop. We learn that 
the grape makes the best raisin when 
dead ripe. 
Mr. W il c o x , the Inventor of the 
Wilcox water lifter, arrived yester­ 
day. He comes to Los Angeles with 
a view of making a permanent home 
among us. He proposes to move his 
machinery down from San Francisco, 
and establish his factory here. Mr. 
W il c o x believes his lifter will come 
into general use in this valley, super­ 
ceding the wind mill and the steam 
engine as the motive power for raising 
waXer. With it, twenty-five or thirty 
thousand gallons of water may be 
raised in twelve hours, at a cost not 
exceeding fifty cents. The water is so 
near the surface that these lifters will 
raise almost any given quantity the 
required distance at a very light ex­ 
pense for fuel. 


Our Valley- 
There is no place on the Pacific coast 
that is attracting more attention 
abroad than Los Angeles, and there is 
no section which is improving more 
rapidly than our valley. Immigra­ 
tion is coming in; enterprises are pro­ 
gressing; houses are building; farms 
are improving; groves are growing, 
and land is increasing in value. We 
are doing well—our city is increasing 
its population, extending its propor­ 
tions, and adding to its beauty of ap­ 
pearance—but we can do still better. 
Los Angeles valley is capable of sup­ 
porting a million people; it now con­ 
tains less than thirty thousand. There 
are miles and miles of rich soil yet a 
stranger to the plowshare. There are 
thousands of acres well adapted to 
fruit growing over which sheep are 
grazing now. There are millions and 
millions of gallons of unused water 
which may be utilized in irrigating 
these broad acres. We need one hun­ 
dred thousand men and women imme­ 
diately. Their homes are here, and 
at no distant day they will come and 
occupy them. We may hasten their 
arrival. The development of resources 
is the loadstone that attracts popula­ 
tion. When the road to homes and 
wealth is once opened, it will soon be 
thronged with those seeking the prizes 
to be found at the journey’s end. Be­ 
sides our rich soil and magnificent 
climate, we are the natural outlet for 
the vast yet undeveloped mineral 
wealth which lies to the east of us, 
and it is our duty to make the channel 
for the transportation of that wealth 
us cheap and rapid as possible. The 
building of a railroad to the interior 
such as contemplated by the Los An­ 
geles and Independence Railroad 
Company, will give a greater impetus 
to the development and rapid settle­ 
ment of this portion of the State than 
any other one thing that can be done. 
The completion of this road will add 
twenty thousand to the population of 
this city and forty thousand to the 
population of this county within two 


years. The increase in wealth will of 
course be proportionately great. To 
accomplish this requires an effort—an 
immediate effort—on the part of our 
people. We must support the action 
of those capitalists who propose to 
come hero and invest their money in 
our railroad enterprise. They will not 
build the road alone, and if we show 
no disposition to assist in a work from 
which we shall derive such immense 
benefit, we may depend on it that the 
promised capital from abroad will not 
be forthcoming and we shall be left 
alone in our apathy. 


The Statement Business. 
Mr. B eech er is preparing a state- 
raens in response to M oulton’s la9t 
document and he is so far along with 
it that we may begin to look for the 
privileged extracts — the author’s 
proofs—in a short time. 
This will of 
course draw another shot from M oul­ 
ton and perhaps a broadside from 
T ilton ’s battery. It appears to us 
that as far as any good is likely to 
come from it this statement business 
might as well be brought to a close. 
In the way of light literature, these 
“statements” were all very well for a 
time but like the interminable stories 
of Sylvanus Cobb Jr., they have be­ 
come dull, stale and unprofitable. Not 
to put too fine a point upon it, they 
have assumed the nature of a bore, 
and the people are weary of them. 
They prove nothing but the logical 
powers of their authors and they con­ 
vince no one of the guilt or innocense 
of the parties accused. The B.eeciier- 
T ilton scandal has reached a point 
where nothing can be proven—no 
charge sustained or refuted—outside of 
a court of justice. No unsworn state­ 
ment of the parties concerned will be 
credited. It is even doubtful that af­ 
fidavits will be accepted as fact where 
they do not prove what the reader 
wishes to believe. 


The Future of Los Angeles. 
E ditor H erald: You and your 
contemporaries are in ecstacies over 
the recent visit of capitalists and what 
they say about our future; also the 
indications of their willingness to aid 
the enterprises now inaugurated which 
are calculated to develop our country. 
This is all very well, and we rejoice 
with you in this; but to secure the as­ 
sistance of our friends in these import­ 
ant enterprises it is necessary that our 
own citizens should become more act­ 
ive iu this important work. We have 
strong men and capitalists among us, 
who ought to come to the front with 
subscriptions proportionate to their 
means. This done, there are hundreds 
of men of smaller means who will fol­ 
low their example. One united effort 
upon the part of the willing minds of 
our county will secure to us all we now 
hope for. 
This is our grand opportunity, 
which, if accepted in the proper spirit, 
will lead to great prosperity; but if we 
let it slip, the tide will ebb and we will 
be left to repeat the melancholy phrase, 
“ It might have been.” 
We have made these remarks be­ 
cause we are satisfied that the prom­ 
ises of the capitalists, about which so 
much has been said, were made with 
a proviso.

BIG MEADOWS. 


A B.-uiitli'ul O asis A d join in g (lit; G reat 
D esert — Its H isto r y —T ile Lou el! 
B ros.—Iu d in n s— G am e, Etc. 
The Big Meadows are located 
eighty-five miles from Los Angeles 
and near the old emigrant road, and 
they are the largest and finest in the 
nortnern part of the county, situated 
as they are, near the edge of the great 
American Desert. It is very singular 
for so fine a body of land and so large 
a creek of water to be found here. It is 
covered with a dense grove of willows, 
and a singular peculiarity is the in­ 
tense coldness of the water through­ 
out the entire year. 
In 1862 some copper mines were dis­ 
covered at this palee and several shafts 
were sunk, but the price of copper 
coming down, work was discontinued 
and has never since been resumed. 
While the copper mines were worked 
the Meadows were occupied by the 
noted robbers Henry and Mason aqd 
tbeir band who were the terror of the 
country for several years, but when 
the mines were deserted the Meadows 
were abandoned on account of the 
hostility of the Indians,and continued 
vacant until the Summer of 1869, 
when they were again located by the 
Powell Bros., two hardy pioneers 
who did not fear the Indians and did 
not interfere with them, and com­ 
menced to improve the splendid 
Meadows. They started into the hog 
business at first but with in­ 
different success. 
They had often 
seen Indian signs in the vi­ 
cinity, but lived a year and a half at 
the Meadows before they came in on 
friendly terms. These Indians were 
kindly disposed towards the white 
people. They had previously been 
very hostile and had frequently at­ 
tacked emigrant trains. The Powells 
succeeded in making a lasting peace 
between them and and the whites. 
They were almost naked, and were 
armed with bows and arrows, not hav­ 
ing any guns. People passing now 
feel perfectly safe. 
There is a great quantity of game at 
this place—bear, ueer, antelope, lions 
and mountain sheep being abundant. 
The mountains are very high and rug­ 
ged, and are covered with a forest of 
pines. There is a ridge of earth 
thrown up near the meadows by the 
great earthquake of 1857 that extends 
for many miles through the country. 
It bearsevidence of the terrible convul­ 
sions of nature at that time. The near­ 
est settlement is Soledad, which is 25 
miles distant. The Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad line crosses the desert near 
this place, and some day it will be 
brought into communication with the 
outside world. 
Bear are very numerous at the Mead­ 
ows, and Mr. Powell was once treed 
by seven of them, und hud a narrow 
escape for his life. He succeeded in 
killing one large she bear, which 
dressed seven hundred pounds. 
The Powell Bros, sold the Meadows 
two years ago and star e l into the 
sheep business, when the land passed 


into the hands of a cattle man named 
Johnson, and Is now occupied by a 
Spaniard.

That the Aliso Mill Co., be no­ 
tified to construct a zanja underneath 
the flume ou Old Aliso street to carry 
off the waste water from the leakage 
of said flume. Adopted. 
4th. That Alameda street in front of 
Mr. Coronel’» property be opened. 
Adopted, and the City Attorney au­ 
thorized to take the necessary legal 
steps to open said street, the specifica­ 
tions to be furnished by the City Sur­ 
veyor.

Tlie Committee on Lands reported 
in favor of granting deed to Felipe 
Martinez as petitioned for. Report 
adopted. 
The Committee on Lands in connec­ 
tion with the City attorney, reported 
in favor of granting deed to Joseph 
Mullally as petitioned for, as protes­ 
t tnts had failed to show cause why 
the deed should not he granted. Re­ 
port adopted. 
The Committee on Lands reported 
in favor of granting the petition of 
the Trustees of the German school, 
asking for the donation of a lot by the 
city tor school purposes. The recom­ 
mendation was made on tlie condi­ 
tion that the lot shall he used exclu­ 
sively for school purposes.

PROFESSOR TYNDALL’S ADDRESS. 


E d it o r H e r a l d : Space in your 
columns is asked for a brief review of 
Prof. Tyndall’s address delivered on 
assuming tlie chair as President of the 
British Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Science for the current year. 
A reeent number of the New York 
Weekly Sun gives tlie following: 
The address recently delivered by 
Prof. Tyndall at Belfast, before the 
Britisli Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Science, will doubtless|excite 
to renewed energy the contest between 
Science and Religion, which has been 
raging during the past few years. Ap­ 
parently goaded into it by tlie criti­ 
cisms of the religious press upon his 
proposition for a scientific test of the 
efficacy of prayer, tlie Professor lias 
seized the occasion of his elevation to 
the Presidency of the Association to 
make the distinct avowal that lie sees 
in the matter “the promise and poten­ 
cy of every form and quality of life.” 
In other words, lie declares that mat­ 
ter contains in itself all the elements 
necessary to account for the phenom­ 
ena of creation without assuming the 
existence of a personal, intelligent 
Creator. 
Taken alone, this avowal would au­ 
thorize us to rank Prof. Tyndall 
among the Materialists. Such a con­ 
clusion, however, he most earnestly 
deprecates, even to the extent of say­ 
ing:“In fact, the whole process of evo­ 
lution is tlie manifestation of a power 
absolutely Inscrutable to the intellect 
of man. "As little in our day as in the 
days of Job, can man by searching 
find this power out. Considered fun­ 
damentally, it is by the operation of 
an insoluble mystery that life is 
evolved, species differentiated, and 
mind unfolded from their prepotent 
elements in the immeasurable past. 
There is, you will observe, no very 
rank materialism here.” 
And a little further oil lie says 
again: 
“We have the conception that ail 
we see around us, and all we feel with­ 
in us—the phenomena of physical na­ 
ture as well as those of tlie human 
mind—have their unsearchable roots 
in a cosmical life, if I dare apply the 
term, an infinitesimal span of which 
only isofiered to the investigation of 
man.” 
Aside from tho contradiction be­ 
tween the idea of matter as self-suf­ 
ficient to evolve every form and 
quality of life, and that of an unknown 
power which evolves from that matter 
all perceptible phenomena, it is 
worthy of remark lio.v confidently 
Prof. Tyndall pronounces this latter 
power “ inscrutable” “Insoluble,” 
and “unsearchable.” 
There Is In 
these 
epithets a revelation 
of 
great significance. It is a confes­ 
sion of the irnpotency of Prof. Tyn­ 
dall and his school to fairly grapple 
with the subject they profess to dis­ 
cuss, and of their unwillingness to 
concede that any one else can do what 
they fail to do. They know all about 
it that can he known, and therefore 
those who pretend to know more are 
Impostors. It is this secret arrogance 
more than than their attacks upon 
accredited opinions that renders mod­ 
ern scientists so hateful to the public 
at large. Men will listen to argument 
when it is candidly and fairly submit­ 
ted to their judgments, but they will 
not hear dogmatism which, in ad­ 
vance, brands dissent as folly. 
All this, however, does not detract 
from tlie force of such arguments as 
Prof. Tyndall and his triends really 
have to present. They have already 
done much to dissipate false ideas of 
tlie relations between God and the 
universe, and we trust they may be 
enabled to do more yet. In tlie strug­ 
gle between them and their opponents 
tlie truth will sooner or later come to 
light, and when it does come to light 
no one will object to the means by 
which that result lias been achieved. 
The Professor’s allusion to tlie ques­ 
tion put by Job’s friend is inappropri­ 
ate to the subject under discussion, 
and shows a want of candor, a want of 
knowledge or an inexcusable weak­ 
ness ou the part of one making such 
high claims to ability and learning. 
Zopliar, in reproving the afflicted pa­ 
triarch for seeking to justify himself, 
declares that the wisdom of God is 
unsearchable, and dealing purely with 
the spiritual phenomena attendant 
upon tlie exercise of genuide repent­ 
ance in the midst of severe afflictions, 
asks, “Canst thou by searching find out 
God? Canst thou find out the Almighty 
to perfection?” These questions in­ 
troduce us to a sublime description 
of tho Almighty, a knowledge of 
whom is “ high as Heaven, deeper 
than hell and broader than tlie sea.” 
Zopliar then draws a picture of the 
power, wisdom and absolute greatness 
of God, which is startling to all who 
have violated his law. He is repre­ 
sented as a being who intimately 
knows tlie human heart—is thorough­ 
ly acquainted with its sins, and from 
whom it is utterly impossible to es­ 
cape. Could the learned Professor 
have alluded to any book of human 
origin which proves with such abso­ 
lute certainty the existence and char­ 
acter of God, who creates, upholds and 
governs all tilings? There are few 
sciences which are not foreshadowed 
in the Bible, and there is no surer an­ 
tidote to tlie gross materialism of 
“ evolution,” which the Professor lias 
the boldness to avow and defend in 
course of his address, than is found 
on every page of the Divine Record. 
The sublime truth that God created— 
called into being — the heavens and 
tlie earth and all tilings therein is 
fundamental—it lies at the baso of all 
knowledge. Denying this great fact, 
such minds as Tyndall’s, Humphreys’ 
and Darwin’s may tread the dark 
mazes of evolution without rest or 
hope. 
“Natural selection” is a rope of sand 
that crumbles if but touched with a 
sinple fact, and “ Protophasm ” is a 
shifting tide, eluding its discoverers 
and gliding from under its adherents. 
Nor should the advocates of such 
speculations warp Scripture from its 
true meaning by allusions, leaving 
the impression that it supports their 
view. If they see in 1 matter the 
promise and potency of every form of 
life,” the proof is not found in that 
book which positively and persistent­ 
ly refers ail “matter.” and all “life” to 
the creative act of God. In the con­ 
test between science and religion the 
latter has nothing to fear; but the Bi- 
ble—God's revealed Word—must not 
he perverted or misapplied. 
Nor is it admitted, us the Sun inti­ 
mates, that Professor Tyndall and 
those who follow him have “ dissipat­ 
ed ” from the world “false Ideas of the 
relations of God and the universe.” It 
so, who can name them ? Their spec 
ulatiuns are far from being univer­ 
sally adopted, even by tlie mass of un- 
iielievers in tiie Bible, and to all Chris­ 
tians, and by far to the greater mas 
if our race, its teachings ar^ received 
as the true and only satisfactory ac­ 
count of tho origin of nil tilings.
